1. There were 8,335,561 full-time pupils on the registers of maintained schools 
xcluding those in nursery and special schools) in England in January 1974. 
his was an increase of 334,594 on January 1973, and reflected the raising of 
1e school leaving age to 16.

12. During the year 512 primary and 66 secondary schools were completed. 
0, 488 primary places and 183,097 secondary places were provided by these 
shools and by alterations or extensions to existing schools. 


3. The 1973-74 building year ended on 30 June 1974 and the 1974-75 year 
ccordingly began on | July 1974 and was extended to 30 June 1975. Starts on 
1ajor school projects were initially limited to projects to meet basic need for 
dditional places and special schools, but additional resources were made 
vailable during the year to enable some projects to improve or replace primary 
thools to proceed where this would benefit pupils living in areas of special 
oeial need. 


‘umber of schools 


4. In January 1974 there were 20,754 primary schools, 908 middle schools 
nd 4,415 secondary schools. 


5. In the calendar year 1974, the Secretary of State approved 1,280 proposals 
nder Section 13 of the Education Act 1944 (as amended). The composition of 
1is total is shown in Table 2.

7. Loan agreements amounting to £1,994,600 were concluded and the year s 
advances of £2,149,000 brought the total of advances to £35,746,750. 


8. The Government announced on 30 July that legislation would be introduced 
to increase the rate of grant to aided and special agreement schools from 80 per > 
cent to 85 per cent, and provision to this effect was included in the Education — L 
Bill which was introduced on 6 November. This was expected to add some + 
£1-5m to grant payments in a full year. 


Secondary reorganisation 


9. Circular 4/74 which was issued in April, cancelling Circular 10/70, referral 
to the new Government’s intention of developing a fully comprehensive system 
of secondary education and of ending selection at 11+ or at any other stage. . 
Local education authorities were asked to inform the Department by the end | 
of the year about the successive measures which would be taken to complete 
the process of reorganisation in those areas where selection procedures were 
still operated. } 


Nursery education 


10. The 1974-75 educational building year saw the start of the special building | 
programme needed to provide for the expansion of nursery education. A few 
local education authorities found themselves unable to take up in full the © 
allocations which had been made to them and resources so released were * 
reallocated to other authorities able to use them for nursery education builda :

6 finally registered schools in addition to those recognised as efficient (the

Education of mentally handicapped children and young people in hospital 

28. A circular* gave guidance to health and education authorities in May about 
the education of mentally handicapped and other long stay children in hospital 
It was mainly concerned with promoting high standards of practice and includec 
advice on the medical and educational assessment of these children, the planning 
of hospital school premises, the deployment and training of teachers and the 
complementary roles of teachers and nurses. Attention was drawn to thi 
importance of contact with parents and to the scope for voluntary help in) 
hospital schools. : 


Speech therapy services 


29. The Secretary of State for Social Services announced in February on » 
behalf of himself and the Secretaries of State for Education and Science, for; 
Scotland and for Wales that, subject to certain qualifications, they had accepted 
the remaining recommendations involving Government action in the report: 
of the committee of enquiry into the speech therapy servicest. In particular, 
while recognising the aspirations of the profession that in the long term al 
training should be at degree level, they considered that a mixed pattern of diploma ¢ 
and degree courses would have to continue for an indefinite period. 


Building of 

30. Progress continued to be maintained in the provision of special school 
day and boarding places in the building programmes authorised to start during 
the year. 21 per cent of the starts programme for 1974-75 of £22-4 million wa 
for ESN(M) places, 42 per cent for ESN(S), 14 per cent for maladjusted and 
13 per cent for physically handicapped. The remaining 10 per cent was alloca ed 
to other handicaps and to clinics.

SCHOOL MEALS AND MILK 


School meals 


31. A new incomes scale for the remission of the charge for the meal wai 
introduced on 1 August 19744. This took account of improvements in supple- 
mentary benefit rates operating from 22 July. Opportunity was also taken té 
revoke the provision in the Regulations requiring local education authori 
to appoint an organiser of school meals, since this provision had ceased to have 
effect with the coming into operation of Section 112(3) of the Local Government 
Act, 1972. The Secretary of State announced in December that the charge for 
school meals would be increased from 12p to 15p in April 1975.

'33. The uptake of school meals showed a further increase compared with the 
evious year, and both in numbers and as a proportion of the pupils present 
vealed a higher level of uptake than any previously recorded. The number of 
Ipils receiving free meals was again lower than in the previous year. 


*hool milk 


34. The autumn census showed that the proportion of eligible pupils in 
aintained schools taking free milk remained virtually unchanged at 95-1 per 
nt compared with 95-2 per cent in the previous year. Children receiving free 
ik on the recommendation of the school medical officer numbered 71,670 
about 2-7 per cent of the relevant group compared with 3-1 per cent in the 
evious year. 37 authorities were making arrangements for selling milk in 
258 schools and 51,384 pupils bought milk on the census day.

Forecasts of numbers of higher 
ucation students have traditionally reflected the Robbins principle (that 
ther education should be available to those both qualified for it and wishing 
preceive it), and provision has been developed accordingly. On 25 November

ure of 640,000 full-time students in higher education in Great Britain in

2. During the earlier part of the year the Department commented on interim 
»orts submitted by local education authorities in response to Circular 
73, which had asked them to draw up plans for the development of higher 
ucation in the non-university sector in their areas. The Department’s com- 
ents included guidance to authorities on the implications for their plans of the 
yst recent trends in student demand for higher education as a whole and of 
2 latest projections of future national requirements for initial teacher irommg: 


3. After the reorganisation of local government on 1 April, the new Tocal 
ucation authorities began to review their predecessors’ interim reports in 
> light of the Department’s observations and to prepare their final proposals. 
_ the end of the year the Department had received final plans relating to 
stitutions in 38 local education authority areas (including three proposals 
omitted during 1973) and the future of 49 of the 163 colleges and polytechnic 
partments of education had been settled. 


4. The first few amalgamations of institutions arising from the planning 
ercise took place in September.

Major building programme 


10. The 1974-75 programme year for building projects at further educati« 
establishments began on 1 July (having been deferred for three months as; 
result of the re-phasing of public building programmes which had been announce 
in the previous autumn) with an expected starts value, at 1973 prices, of £2 
million. In September it became possible to augment the programme allocatic 
by about £2 million. 


Building projects at colleges of education 

11. Work continued on the improvement of existing colleges of education 
but on a reduced scale compared to previous years. Due mainly to the gener! 
cut-back in public expenditure starts were made on work exceeding £1m con! 
pared to £4m in the previous year. 


TEACHER TRAINING 
Student numbers 


12. In the autumn term the estimated number of students in initial trainir 
in colleges and departments of education (excluding universities) was 107,56 
compared with 112,551 in 1973. The provisional total number following initi: 
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teacher training courses in all institutions was 112,568 compared with 117,585 
in 1973.

Bachelor of education courses 


13. The proportion of students completing BEd courses in colleges and 
departments of education was almost 14 per cent of the relevant intake to three 
year courses compared with 12 per cent in 1973. 


College of education intake in 1975 


14. In the light of advice from the Advisory Committee on the Supply and 
Training of Teachers (see paragraph 16 on this page) it was decided to make a 
further reduction in the non-graduate intake to initial teacher training in 1975 
to 30,000 compared with a total target intake of 32,000 in 1974. Guidance was 
issued in June and individual admission targets for 1975-76 and output targets 
for 1978 were established for the colleges and departments of education in 
polytechnics. The institutions were also asked to maintain the level of non- 
graduate recruitment to certain main courses of study corresponding to short- 
ages in the schools. Recruitment of graduates was not affected.

Advisory Committee on the Supply and Training of Teachers (ACSTT)

Induction schemes 


17. Pilot schemes for the induction of new teachers started in two areas— 
Liverpool and Northumberland—in September, and, are expected to be intre 
duced on a national basis in 1976. This was announced in May by the Deparr 
ment in a letter to Chief Education Officers. 


18. The Department has agreed to finance a research project at the Universitt 
of Bristol School of Education to coordinate the evaluation of the two pile 
schemes and to disseminate to ail authorities information about experienc 
gained through the schemes in Liverpool and Northumberland. It is proposes 
that the Bristol School should be asked also to monitor some of the inductio? 
arrangements being made by other authorities so that experience gained ii 
these areas also may be made generally available in preparation for the nationa: 
scheme. 


Training of teachers in special education 


19. The three-year initial training courses and four year BEd degree coursee 
with special emphasis on mental handicaps were increased in September ff 
provide about 550 places.

Art education 


21. The National Council for Diplomas in Art and Design merged with the 
CNAA (The Council for National Academic Awards) on 1 September 1974. 
The Diploma in Art and Design which was awarded by the NCDAD has now 
been superseded by the award of a CNAA BA (Hons) degree. Until further 
notice entry requirements to CNAA degree courses in art and design remain 
the same as those for admission to the DipAD courses. Students already on 
course at the date of the merger, will, on successful completion of their courses, 
have the option of being awarded either the DipAD with Honours or the BA 
with Honours; students admitted after 1 September 1974 will be awarded the 
BA (Hons). 


22. Those awarded the DipAD since 1966 will be able, if they wish, to convert 
the Diploma to the CNAA degree of BA. 
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Working Group Report on Vocational Courses in Art and Design 


23. The establishment by the Secretary of State of a separate national bod! 
for vocational courses in art and design was recommended by the Workin: 
Group on Vocational Courses in the Design Technician Area in the repor 
Vocational Courses in Art and Design* published on 26 April. It also recom 
mended that the body should plan, administer and keep under review th 
development of a national system of courses. The report was published withou 
commitment to its recommendations on which the Secretary of State invite 
views from a number of associations and organisations. 


Industrial training 


24. Under the provisions of the Employment and Training Act 1973 th 
Manpower Services Commission was established on | January 1974, under tH 
chairmanship of Sir Denis Barnes, and includes one member to represent tl! 
professional education interests. The training service for which the Commissic 
is responsible is provided by the Training Services Agency which was establishe 
on 1 April 1974. The first five year plan concerned with training policies an 
programmes was published in May 1974.T 


25. With the cooperation of LEAs and colleges the Training Opportunitii 
Scheme continued to expand, mainly in the commercial field. The number | 
college places occupied during 1974-75 is expected to reach 17,000. 


The National Advisory Council on Education for Industry and Commerce 


26. The Council at its November meeting decided to set up two workii 
parties to consider respectively the implications for further education of tt 
legislation on Equal Opportunities for Women, and to examine suggestion: 
made in published documents about steps, short of compulsion, which migzg 
be taken to increase the participation of 16-19-year-olds in further educati« 
by day release. 


Technician Education Council 


27. The Council, which was established in 1973 to develop a unified natiom 
system of courses for technicians in industry, published a Policy Statemem 
in June setting out the broad framework within which it intends to operate. 


Business Education Council 


28. The then Secretary of State, Mrs Margaret Thatcher, appointed Mr Jo)! 
Bruce Lockhart as chairman of the Business Education Council which wy 
set up in May 1974. 


29. The Council will be concerned with the development of policies {f 
schemes of further and higher education for people whose occupations ff 
within the broad areas of business and commerce and whose education 
needs will not be met by courses and qualifications in the office skills such: 
shorthand and typewriting, on the one hand, or by degrees or the Diploma: 
Higher Education, on the other.

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30. As proposed in the Haslegrave Report*, the Council will plan, administer 
and keep under review the establishment of a unified national system of courses 
for such people; devise or approve suitable courses; establish and assess stan- 
dards of performance and award certificates and diplomas to those meeting its 
requirements. The administrative servicing of BEC will be provided by the 
City and Guilds of London Institute, which also services TEC. 


Committee for the Diploma in Management Studies 


31. The Committee and its Scottish counterpart have agreed with the Council 
for National Academic Awards that it would be desirable to harmonise their 
awards in the field of management studies. On 1 May they issued a joint state- 
ment of intent which envisaged a single range of management awards under 
the aegis of CNAA. There have been consultations with those principally 
concerned, including heads of further education management departments. 
Subject to arrangements to ensure continuity of standard and provision for 
DMS courses, the aim is for responsibility to be transferred to CNAA by 
September 1976. 


Agricultural education 


32. The Report of the Joint Advisory Committee on Agricultural Education 
chaired by Professor J. P. Hudson, was published on 1 July. It reviewed full- 
time courses below OND level and all part-time courses of further education 
in agriculture. The Secretary of State invited views on its recommendations 
from a number of associations and organisations, notably on the proposal for 
the establishment of a national validating and examining body. 


Articles of government 


33. New articles of government for 17 further education establishments 
maintained by local education authorities in England and Wales were approved 
by the Secretary of State under Section 1(3) of the Education (No. 2) Act 1968. 
By 31 December new articles had been approved for 472 establishments out of 
a total of some 500. 


YOUTH SERVICE AND COMMUNITY PROVISION 
Capital grants 
34. Grants allocated by the Department through local education authorities 
towards projects started in 1974-75 amounted to £1,130,000 for voluntary youth 
projects and £1,186,000 for voluntary village halls and community centres. 
Grants totalling £75,000 were offered for national and regional projects dealt 
with directly by the Department. 


National voluntary youth organisations 

35. The Department’s grant towards the headquarters and training expenses 
of national voluntary youth organisations totalled £501,320 in 1974-75 com- 
pared with £476,285 in the previous year. 


36. The report of the study of government grants to national voluntary youth 
Organisations, commissioned jointly by the Department and the National

and will continue into 1975. 


Number of youth workers 

37. The number of full-time youth workers on the Department’s registé 
employed by local education authorities and voluntary organisations at tl 
end of the year was 2,500 compared with 2,250 in 1973. 


ADULT EDUCATION 


Adult illiteracy 


38. The National Institute of Adult Education has accepted an invitatico 
from the Department of Education and Science and the Scottish Educatico 
Department to act as an agency to administer the sum of about £1m whicc 
will be provided during this and the next financial year to combat adult illiteracy 
The agency, intended to help local education authorities and other organisation 
working in this field, was expected to begin operating early in 1975. 


Student numbers 


39. Provisional figures show that approximately 1,747,000 students wen 
enrolled by local education authorities at adult education centres and evenim 
institutes in November 1974 compared with 1,730,100 in 1973. This numbw 
does not include those at major further education establishments on now 
vocational courses. 


40. Courses provided by university extra-mural departments and Workerr 
Educational Association districts were attended by some 272,000 students in tt 
1973-74 session (provisional figures). The DES grant towards teaching costt 
taking account of salaries and fees for university lecturers and WEA tutorr 
totalled about £2,256,120 compared with £2,036,170 in the previous session. 


Residential colleges 

41. The total number of students admitted to long-term residential college 
for the 1973-74 academic year was 470. The Department’s grant-aid to th 
colleges amounted to £407,560 compared with £343,000 the previous year am 
in addition a grant of £62,640 was made towards capital development. 


42. During the 1973-74 academic year about 2,400 short courses involvim 
approximately 67,600 students were held in residential establishments mair 
tained or assisted by local education authorities. 


43. See paragraphs 22-24 of Section VII for new provisions for grants. 


National Associations 


44. The Department’s grants towards expenditure incurred by a number 
national associations in providing educational services totalled £51, 950 i 
1973-74 compared with £46,200 the previous year.

SECTION III 
UNIVERSITIES (GREAT BRITAIN) 


Higher education numbers 
1. See paragraph 1, Section 11. 


University finance 


2. Exceptionally high inflation during the year meant that the universities 
were particularly hard hit by the decision taken in December 1973 not to pay 
supplementary grant in the academic year 1974-75 to meet the effect of inflation 
on that part—about one half—of universities’ recurrent expenditure which was 
not related to academic salaries and local authority rates*. The Government 
therefore decided in July 1974 to pay an additional sum of £4m towards uni- 
versities’ increased recurrent costs in 1974-75 and the payment of a further £15m 
was announced in December. The level of grant for the academic years 1975-76 
and 1976-77 was to be re-negotiated, taking into account the expectation that 
the numbers of students in those years would not increase as rapidly as was 
anticipated at the beginning of the present quinquennium. 


University building 

3. The need for economies continued to affect the building programme, but a 
building starts programme of £11-5m (at autumn 1973 price levels) was approved 
for the year beginning 1 July 1974. This compared with £57:-4m of work out- 
standing from the building starts programmes originally announced for 1973-74 
and 1974-75. 


Student numbers 


4. During the 12 months to October 1974, the full-time student population 
rose by about 6,700 to approximately 251,400. 


Royal College of Art 


5. The Royal College of Art was allocated grants-in-aid of recurrent expendi- 
ture during the 1974-77 triennium as follows: 
£1-336m in 1974-75; £1-338m in 1975-76 and £1:393m in 1976-77. 


Offshore developments 


6. Following the report of an interdepartmental working party on the educa- 
tion and training needs arising from offshore developments around the United 
Kingdom, the University Grants Committee, in consultation with the industry 
through the Petroleum Industry Training Board, held discussions with Imperial 
College London, Heriot-Watt University and Aberdeen University about 
meeting the increased demand for petroleum engineers. 


*Supplementary grant for increased costs of these two items is paid in full. 
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7. Special additional recurrent grants were allocated to Imperial College any 
Heriot-Watt in connection with development of postgraduate and post-experri 
ence courses in petroleum engineering, and to Aberdeen to encourage continues 
developments in petroleum geology. 


European University Institute 


8. The Secretary of State said in a Parliamentary statement on 12 Decembee 
that it was the intention of the United Kingdom to accede to the Convention 
establishing the European University Institute when the Convention comes inti 
force. The Department continued to participate in the deliberations of a pret 
paratory committee charged with setting up the Institute in Florence an) 
considerable interest was shown by British academics in the first teachim 
appointments at the Institute. 


University academic salaries and superannuation 


9. Negotiations in February gave salary increases from 1 October 1974 tt 
non-clinical academic and related staff amounting to 7 per cent extra in thh 
total cost of these salaries. This settlement was within the terms of stage three 
of the counter-inflationary policy. Further negotiations in August resultes 
in an additional | per cent from the same date under the flexibility margti 
permitted under stage three. Cost of living additions to pay were also agrees 
under the ‘threshold’ arrangements. Following the Pay Board’s Report o 
London Weighting, the London allowance was increased to £399 from 1 Aprr 
1974. 


10. In May 1974 the Review Body on doctors’ and dentists’ remuneratio» 
(the Halsbury Committee) made their fourth report; recommendations fcc 
changes in hospital salaries from 1 April 1974 were accepted by the Governmern 
and applied to clinical salaries in universities. 


11. Universities endorsed proposals for a new superannuation scheme tt 
replace the Federated Superannuation System for Universities (FSSU). The new 
scheme is to be introduced in April 1975 and existing members of FSSU 11 
universities and similar institutions will have until 1980 to decide whether tt 
remain in FSSU or to transfer to the new Universities Superannuation Scheme 


The Open University 


12. The Open University was informed that its grant-in-aid of recurrerr 
expenditure for the academic years January-December 1975 and 1976 would t& 
increased by £560,000 and £940,000 respectively. This was to enable the Uni 
versity to admit 20,000 new students to undergraduate courses in each of thi 
two years, compared with a maximum of 14,000 per year that the Universiti 
had expected otherwise to admit on the basis of the previously approved leve? 
of grant. The increases in grant followed a record number of applications (oves 
52,000) for undergraduate courses in 1975. 


13. Among capital projects approved were revised plans for the science an 
technology block (£1,200,000) and a grant of £600,000 for equipment to enabdbh: 
the University to produce television programmes in colour. Discussions cori 
tinued on a proposal to establish a studio centre on the University’s campus fo 
the production of broadcast programmes. 
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14. A working group was established jointly by the Department and the 
University to consider the University’s requirements for academic staff and to 
establish criteria for the future assessment of academic staffing. The chairman 
of the group is Dr M. R. Gavin, formerly Principal of Chelsea College of 
Science and Technology. Six meetings were held during the year and the group 
will be submitting its report by the middle of 1975. 
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SECTION IV 


LIBRARIES (ENGLAND AND WALES) 


Library Advisory Council for England 


1. The work of the Council entered a new phase in that its duty to advise tli 
Secretary of State on matters connected with the provision and use of librai 
facilities (whether under the Public Libraries and Museums Act 1964 or nco 
had, for the first time, to take into account the developing role of the Britii 
Library. The implications of this new situation were considered by the Counw 
during a two day seminar at Oxford. 


2. The Working Party on Public Libraries and Cultural Activities joined wii 
the parallel working party of the Welsh Advisory Council in order to producee 
joint report on the subject. The publication of this report was in hand at til 
turn of the year. 


3. In June a joint working party with the Community Relations Commissi« 
was established to examine the role of library services in relation to the nee 
of immigrants. 


4. The Library Management Working Party submitted a report to the Coun« 
on arrangements for research in the field of public libraries. The report is neo 
being studied by the Council. 


5. The Council is also considering how best it might study the question | 
improving library services for various categories of disadvantaged readers. 


National libraries 


6. In December the British Library presented its first report* to the Secretai 
of State as required by Section 4(3) of the British Library Act 1972. 


7. The Library is under the control and management of the British Libra: 
Board and receives a grant-in-aid from the Department: the 1974-75 estimatt 
presented to Parliament in February 1974 provided for a sum of just over £111 
for this purpose. 


8. The lending services of the Library are concentrated at Boston Spp 
Yorkshire, where further extensions to the premises are being planned. TI! 
Reference and Bibliographic Service Divisions will be concentrated in Londo» 
the Government announced in December that if examination jointly with ti 
Library showed that a site in the Euston Road could effectively accommodaa 
new buildings, a start in 1979-80 on the construction of an initial phase would 1 
authorised subject to the economic conditions prevailing around that time. 


Local authorities expenditure 


9. The current expenditure of local authorities in England and Wales on tk 
provision of public libraries, museums and art galleries in 1973-74 compare 
with the previous year is shown in the following table:

10. The rate support grant for 1974-75 as increased to allow for pay and price 
increases took into account local authorities estimated net expenditure of 
£123-0m on public libraries, museums and art galleries. The comparable 
estimated net expenditure for 1975-76 was £134:1m. 


Public library authorities 


11. The number of substantive library authorities was reduced from 383 to 
117 on 1 April 1974 as a result of the local authority reorganisation. These 
comprise the London boroughs, metropolitan districts and English and 
Welsh non-metropolitan counties. In addition to these, in recognition of special 
factors operating in Wales, four district councils were constituted separate 
library authorities as a temporary measure. The Secretary of State is now con- 
sidering whether their position should be made substantive. 


12. Following the publication last year of the Department’s feasibility study* 
0 determine the most appropriate scheme for the movement of books and other 
materials between the reorganised library authorities in Yorkshire, the Yorkshire 
and Humberside Libraries Joint Committee has successfully introduced a 
joint inter-library transport scheme which is now fully operational. 


Public lending right 

13. Detailed investigations to find a practicable scheme of recompensing 
authors for the use made of their works in public libraries continued during the 
year, and the Queen’s speech announced the Government’s intentions to legi- 
Slate to confer on authors a public lending right in respect of this use.

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Inter-library cooperation 


14. Key-boarding of the section of the union catalogue of the London am 
South Eastern Region (LASER) covering books appearing in the British Nationa 
Bibliography (BNB) between 1950 and 1958 was completed by the end of tli 
year. Work on key-boarding the remainder of the region’s post-1900 catalogu 
entries will begin shortly. The system of recording the location of books base 
on International Standard Book Numbers is being adopted (with some varia: 
tions) by all the library regions in the United Kingdom. In view of the extendee 
coverage of current British books by the British Library Lending Division 
the National Committee for Regional Library Cooperation has recommendee 
that library regions need no longer maintain the Inter-Regional Subject Coverag: 
Scheme. A feasibility study on the scope for cooperation in library automatim 
was begun by LASER with the aid of a grant from the British Library Resear 
and Development Department. 


Research 

15. Investigations undertaken by Aslib on behalf of the Department on ttt 
application of automatic data processing to public libraries were completed am 
publication of the report put in hand. 


16. A report on the staffing of public libraries undertaken by the Loc 
Authorities Management Services and Computer Committee was complete 
and was under consideration at the end of the year. 


17. The Postgraduate School of Librarianship and Information Science é: 
Sheffield University published its report* on Local Library Cooperation |i 
support of Higher Education.t 


Library manpower 


18. The Department agreed to take over from the Library Association tlh 
collection of statistics concerning the input and output of library schools. Il 
January the Department issued a Circular Letter to the relevant local educatico 
authorities and establishments requesting that the intake to full-time qualifics: 
tion courses should not be increased beyond the level of the intake of the currert 
year (1973-74), as trends based on statistics currently available indicated tha: 
the future output of qualified librarians would be significantly in excess of tht 
demands which could so far be foreseen. 


College libraries 


19. Work on a Learning Resources Centre, of which the library is a majc 
component, started at Brighton Polytechnic. By the end of the year constructioo 
had started on new libraries at Leicester, Newcastle, Sunderland and Wolves 
hampton Polytechnics. Library provision also featured in a number of furthee 
education building projects. The changing library needs of colleges of education 
were kept under review in the light of decisions taken on the future role of thee: 
colleges.

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SECTION V 
CIVIL SCIENCE (UNITED KINGDOM) 


The Research Councils 


1. The five Research Councils (Agricultural, Medical, Natural Environmem 
Science, and Social Science) together with the Natural History Museum ar 
the Royal Society received a total of £172m for the year 1974-75. Provisico 
on the Science Budget totalled £151-7m, the remainder being mainly fro 
customer departments. Included in the latter sums were the second tranche «¢ 
funds transferred to customer departments in 1974-75 from the Science Budgx 
in accordance with the Government’s policy set out in the 1972 White Paps 
A Framework for Government Research and Development.* As a result of tth 
public expenditure reductions made in December 1973, the total funds availab)l 
to Research Councils fell, in volume terms, by two per cent compared witt 
1973-74: this was the first year that the total had fallen since the Science 
Budget was established in 1966-67. 


2. The First Report of the Advisory Board for the Research Councils wea 
published on 18 June 1974,+ containing an account of the Board’s establishment 
in 1972 in succession to the Council for Scientific Policy, and of its first yearr 
work. The development of improved procedures for examining relative prioritie 
in the fields of science covered by the Research Councils was a major featur 
in the Board’s programme. On the basis of its recommendations the Secretarr 
of State allocated the Science Budget for 1975-76 on the distribution shown 1i 
Table 13. The total again fell slightly, by just over one per cent in volume term 
compared with 1974-75.

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For the first time the Research Councils were given broad guidelines, expressed 
as average annual growth rates for each body over the period up to 1979-80, 
to provide a basis for planning and for submitting future Forward Look 
proposals. It was made clear that these guidelines would be reviewed annually 
on a rolling basis. Within an assumed average rate of growth of 2:2 per cent 
per annum for the Science Budget as a whole, the Board’s recommendations 
envisaged that some restraint in expenditure on the “‘big science’ fields of the 
Science Research Council (astronomy, space research and nuclear physics) 
would be necessary to allow for an above-average rate of growth in the other 
sciences supported by SRC and by the other research councils. It was the 
Board’s view that such a strategy in a period of financial uncertainty and short- 
term reductions would best enable an overall scientific capability to be main- 
tained. The annual reports of the Research Councils are listed in Appendix G. 


3. During the year the Advisory Board set up two new groups. The Committee 
on Energy Research was established under the chairmanship of Professor Sir 
Frederick Stewart to consider research related to energy needs in the United 
Kingdom and it has issued a report*. A working party was set up under the 
chairmanship of Lord Ashby to make an authoritative assessment of the potential 
benefits and potential hazards of techniques which allow the experimental 
manipulation of the genetic composition of micro-organismsf. 


European Science Foundation 


4. The European Science Foundation, an independent non-government body 
composed of Research Councils and Academies with its headquarters in 
Strasbourg was formally inaugurated on 18 November. The purpose of the 
Foundation is to facilitate international cooperation in fundamental science 
and the humanities. The first president of the Foundation is Professor Sir 
Brian Flowers, Rector of Imperial College. The founding members include, 
from this country, the five Research Councils, the Royal Society and the 
British Academy. 


European Molecular Biology Conference and Laboratory 


5. An intergovernmental agreement on the establishment of the European 
Molecular Biology Laboratory came into force on 4 July. The Laboratory will 
promote cooperation among European States in fundamental research, in 
development of advanced instrumentation and in advanced teaching in mole- 
cular biology, as well as other areas of related research. 


Anglo-Australian telescope 


6. HRH the Prince of Wales formally inaugurated the Anglo-Australian 
Telescope on 16 October 1974. The telescope is the largest ever built in the 
Southern Hemisphere and is sited at Siding Spring Observatory, near Coona- 
barabran, New South Wales. It is jointly funded by the British and Australian 
Governments through the Science Research Council and the Department of 
Science respectively.

7. The Secretary of State for Education and Science represented the Unites 
Kingdom at the signing of the joint French-German-British agreement 1 
Grenoble on 19 July 1974. The agreement formalised the participation—whic? 
has operated de facto since the beginning of 1973—of the Science Researc>? 
Council in the high flux neutron beam facilities at the Institut Max von Lauee 
Paul Langevin (ILL). 


Nuclear structure facility 


8. At the end of 1973, planning permission was granted for the constructiom 
(which has since begun), by the Science Research Council of a Nuclear Structurn 
Facility (NSF) at the Council’s Daresbury Laboratory near Warrington. Thx 
NSF is designed to investigate the properties of nuclear matter at relativell 
low energies, and it is expected that the Facility will be completed by 19773 
at a total capital cost of about £8m at 1974 prices. 


UK—5 Satellite 


9. The Science Research Council, in collaboration with the US Nationa 
Aeronautics and Space Administration (NASA), launched a new scientifii 
satellite, the UK—5, from San Marco, off the Kenyan Coast, on 15 Octobezi 
1974. The satellite is designed to carry six experiments for the study of cosmii 
X-ray sources and its cost to the SRC was about £44m. 


Clinical Research Centre 


10. Building of the Medical Research Council’s Clinical Research Centre ai 
Northwick Park, Harrow, was completed early in the year; the handover o» 
buildings took place on 11 April 1974. The cost to the Council was approximately 
£9m. The centre is designed, both architecturally and operationally, to functiorm 
as a single unit with the Northwick Park Hospital, a large district hospitaa 
serving 213,000 people. This fully integrated complex was planned to translate: 
effectively the discoveries made in medical research into improvements in the 
everyday care and management of patients. It is the overall aim of the Centre: 
to bring together in one place a wide range of skills not only in the various: 
branches of medicine, but also in the related basic sciences such as biochemistry) 
physics and mathematics, all working together towards the solution of partii 
cular problems relating to patient care. 


Office for Scientific and Technical Information (OSTI) 


11. The transfer of the Office for Scientific and Technical Information: 
together with the majority of its functions, from the Department to the British 
Library took place on 1 April. The Department remains responsible for inter- 
departmental arrangements for harmonising Government policy in the field ob 
scientific and technical information, including international aspects. 
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SECTION VI 
WALES 


The Secretary of State for Wales is responsible for all schools in Wales, 
including nursery, primary and secondary, special, direct grant and independent 
schools. This chapter is concerned with those educational functions in Wales 
which remain the responsibility of the Secretary of State for Education and 
Science, other than universities which are dealt with in Section III. 


Developments affecting both England and Wales are covered in the appro- 
priate sections of this Report. 


FURTHER EDUCATION 


Student numbers 

1. The estimated numbers of students attending grant-aided major further 
educational establishments in Wales in November 1974 were 12,400 full-time 
and 1,900 sandwich, 31,200 part-time day and 21,800 evening only students. 


2. Approximately 2,400 students were enrolled on all courses at the Glamorgan 
Polytechnic in November 1974 compared with 2,230 students in 1973. 


Building 

3. Following the moratorium on education building towards the end of 1973 
and the deferment of all projects not already started, a limited programme 
of higher and further education projects to start from 1 July 1974 was subse- 
quently announced. The programme was valued at approximately £1-5m and 
included projects at Glamorgan Polytechnic, Gwynedd Technical College, the 
College of Agriculture, Aberystwyth, the College of Horticulture, Clwyd and a 
further project at Llandaff College of Technology. 


Colleges of further education 

4. New articles of government for seven further education establishments in 
Wales were approved by the Secretary of State under Section 1(3) of the Educa- 
tion (No. 2) Act, 1968. 


ADULT EDUCATION 


5. Grants totalling £261,738 for the academic session 1973-74, compared 
with £229,334 in 1972-73 were made to the seven Responsible Bodies providing 
courses of liberal adult education in Wales. 


6. Provisional student numbers in evening institutes and adult education 
Classes provided by LEAs were 124,000 in November 1974 compared with 
127,500 in 1973. 29,500 students were registered in courses of adult education 
provided by Responsible Bodies in 1972-73. 
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TRAINING OF TEACHERS 


Initial training 
7. In the 1973-74 session the total number of students in the nine Wels;! 
colleges was 6,162. 


8. Certificates in Education were awarded to 1,858 students, art teachers: 
certificates to 47 students and BEd degrees to 292 students. 


9. Of the 243 students receiving the Certificate of Proficiency in Bilingues 
Teaching, 211 received Form 3 of the Certificate for teaching Welsh and Englis3 
as second languages and teaching through the medium of Welsh. 


REORGANISATION OF HIGHER AND FURTHER EDUCATION 


10. Proposals for the establishment of institutes of higher education in th 
counties of Clwyd and Gwent were approved by the Secretary of State. Il 
Gwent, the new institute is to be formed by the amalgamation of Caerleon 
College of Education, Gwent College of Technology and Newport College co 
Art; the institute in Clwyd is to be developed through the amalgamation a 
Cartrefle College of Education, Wrexham College of Technology and Kelsterto» 
College of Technology. The merger of Glamorgan College of Education wit! 
Glamorgan Polytechnic has also been approved. 


11. Decisions on proposals from South Glamorgan, West Glamorgarr 
Dyfed and Gwynedd had not been reached by the end of 1974. 


YOUTH SERVICE AND COMMUNITY PROVISION 


12. Grants towards projects started in 1974-75 amounted to £62,026 fo 
voluntary youth projects compared with £70,975 in 1973-74, and £60,462 fo 
voluntary village halls and community centres compared with £107,625. 


LIBRARIES 


13. On the coming into force of the Local Government Act*, the Secretary cc 
State made an Order temporarily designating four district council librarr 
authorities at Llanelli, Cynon Valley, Merthyr Tydfil and Rhondda. Thess 
designations authorised by Section 207(3) of the Act, remain in force until thi 
Secretary of State decides whether or not to confirm the designations. 


Library Advisory Council for Wales 

14. The Technological Aids Working Party which is considering the use c 
technological aids in public libraries in Wales continued its work during tht 
year. 


The working party considering the library and information needs of Welss 
industry, having studied the work of the Small Firms Information Centre fi 
Cardiff, is now considering the implications for the public library service 1i 
Wales. In October a working party of the Council was set up to study librarr 
provision in rural areas in Wales.

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SECTION VII 


FINANCE 
Public expenditure 
1. In 1973-74 public expenditure on education in England and Wales (exclud- 
ing Welsh schools, which are the responsibility of the Welsh Office) and on 
universities in Great Britain was £3,426-5m compared with £3,086-9m in 
1972-73. The following table sets out the main heads of expenditure, together 
with the corresponding figures for the previous year:

Expenditure in Wales on schools and school meals and milk was £145-4m 
compared with £128-8m in 1972-73. 


2. About half of the total current expenditure on education was on teachers’ 
and lecturers’ salaries, which amounted to £1,319-0m in 1973-74 (£1,170-5m in 
1972-73). Expenditure on awards to students in universities, further education 
and colleges of education was £158-6m compared with £148-1m in the previous 
year. 


3. The outcome of the Government’s annual review of public expenditure 
during 1974 was published in the White Paper, Public Expenditure to 1978-79.* 
The section of this paper dealing with the education programme showed that in 
consequence of the falling birthrate and of lower trends in the demand for 
higher education, the forecast of expenditure directly related to pupil and 
Student numbers could be reduced. In consequence it was possible to provide 
over the period concerned for the continued development of nursery education,

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for some improvement in replacement of school buildings and for a substantial! 
special school building programme within a somewhat reduced average annual 
growth rate of 2-7 per cent. 


Rate support grants 


4. Local authority expenditure on education in 1973-74 was assisted by thee 
Exchequer through rate support grants (RSG) paid by the Department off 
the Environment under the Local Government Act 1966. RSG for 1973-74 
for England and Wales was based on estimates of local authority expendituree 
which included £3,032-3m for education (with school meals and milk) afterr 
allowing for increases in pay and prices up to 31 March 1974. 


5. The RSG settlement for 1974-75 was exceptionally delayed until Marchh 
1974, for it had to await the enactment of the Local Government Act 1974 
which was expected to govern arrangements for RSG from 1974-75. The agreed 
estimate of local authority expenditure on education (including school mealss 
and milk) in England and Wales was £2,997:3m at November 1973 prices. 


6. In the autumn of 1974 the total of RSG for 1974-75 was increased fromn 
£3,076m to £4,153m. The revised figure for expenditure by local authoritiess 
in England and Wales on education was £3,594-9m. 


7. The RSG settlement for 1975-76 was based on forecasts of local authorityy 
expenditure which included £3,947-2m for education (including school meals: 
and milk) calculated at the price levels of November 1974. 


Education units used to determine distribution of rate support grant 


8. The formulae for distributing RSG among local authorities in recent years: 
included ‘education units’ calculated mainly from numbers of pupils ancd 
students in maintained (or assisted) schools and colleges. Before April 1974 
the pupils and students were credited to their home authorities. Because of thee 
changes in many local authority boundaries on reorganisation of local govern. 
ment, it became impracticable to forecast pupil and student numbers on ¢: 
‘home’ basis and their numbers were counted for the 1974-75 RSG distributiom 
according to the location of their schools and colleges. That is to say, authorities: 
were credited with ‘education units’ according to numbers registered or enrollec 
rather than according to place of residence. This resulted in changes in recoup». 
ment rates for inter-authority payments. 


Inter-authority payments 


9. The rates recommended by the Local Education Authorities Committee 
on Inter-Authority Payments, which advises on recoupment and inter-authority, 
adjustment rates, were as follows.

TEACHERS’ PAY AND SUPERANNUATION 


Teachers’ Pay 


10. Negotiated agreements gave improved pay scales as from 1 April 1974 
for teachers in maintained schools, establishments of further education, farm 
institutes and colleges of education, in accordance with stage three of the last 
Government’s counter-inflation policy. These teachers also received the benefits 
of threshold arrangements under the Pay Code. 


11. Substantial increases in London Area payments were agreed. These gave, 
from 1 March 1974, £351 p.a. to teachers employed by ILEA and certain Outer 
London boroughs, and £267 p.a. for teachers employed by the remaining Outer 
London boroughs. In addition, teachers serving in certain districts of the Home 
Counties adjacent to Greater London received for the first time a London Area 
payment of £141 p.a. as from 1 April 1974. This extension of the area for a 
London Allowance also benefited for the first time teachers in some farm 
institutes. 


12. The arrangements for allowances for teachers in ‘schools of exceptional 
difficulty’ have been superseded by a more widespread arrangement for an 
allowance for teachers employed in ‘social priority schools’ from 1 June 1974 
of £201 p.a. rising to £276 p.a. after three years’ service. 


13. An independent Committee of Inquiry set up by the Secretaries of State 
for Education and Science and for Scotland with Lord Houghton of Sowerby 
as Chairman reported at the end of the year on the structure and levels of pay 
of non-university teachers in Great Britain and the Committee’s recommenda- 
tions were referred to the appropriate negotiating committees for consideration. 


Superannuation 


14. Regulations were made to provide improved family benefits credit, 
arising from the valuation of the former teachers’ family benefits fundt, and 
improved arrangements for the purchase of added years and for interchange of 
Superannuation rights with other schemes. Further regulations were drafted

to provide for the war service of post-war entrants into teaching to reckon as tc 
one-half for pension and for the reduction of the teachers’ contribution tc« 
6 per cent to operate from 1 December 1973*. In addition work began ow 
consolidating the regulations. 


STUDENT SUPPORT 


Review of student grants 

15. Student grants have, since the establishment of mandatory awards it 
1962, been reviewed every three years. But on 15 March 1974 the Educationr 
Secretary announced that the grant levels for the next period after the end of the 
1971-74 triennium would be for 12 months only. The review which had just beerr 
completed began in summer 1973 with the establishment of two joint DES) 
Scottish Education Department-NUS Working Groups. 


16. It is proposed that in future the level of student grants will be looked ai 
annually but this will be done within the framework of a full review of the 
student support structure every three years. 


New rates of mandatory awards 

17. The new rates (for the period 1 September 1974 to 31 August 1975) were 
calculated in the light of the percentage changes in the student cost of living: 
over the period September 1970—August 1973. The accelerating inflation from 
the late 1960’s on has had a cumulative effect in eroding the real value of tha 
grant. The new rates take account of this. They represent an average increase 
of approximately 40 per cent over rates of grant at the beginning of the pass’ 
triennium in 1971-72, and of approximately 25 per cent over the 1973-74 ratess 


18. The main rates of grant were increased as follows: for students in London 
from £520 to £665: for students living at home from £390 to £475: for studentt: 
elsewhere from £485 to £605: from September 1974, this last rate applied alsc 
to students at the Universities of Oxford and Cambridge. 


19. Supplementary grants were increased along with the main rates of grantt 
Improvements were made in the arrangements to help categories of studenté 
with particular needs e.g., widows, divorced and separated women with depen. 
dent children, and disabled students. 


20. The grant for the married woman student living at home with her husbanc 
was increased from £295 to £475. A contribution according to income is howy. 
ever required from the husband or wife of those married students who are 
treated as independent of their parents. 


21. The parental contribution scale was changed to help parents at the lowen 
end of the income scale. The starting point for the parental contribution was: 
raised from a residual income of £1,500 to £1,600 and contributions reducec¢ 
for parents with residual incomes in the range from £1,600 to just below £3,000) 
The £50 minimum grant was retained. 


New provisions for grants 


22. The Education Bill, which was introduced in November 1974, includece 
provisions which will enable the Secretary of State to introduce by the beginning: 
of the next academic year a system of state awards, at mandatory rates, fom

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mature students attending long-term courses of liberal adult education at the 
long-term residential colleges. (There are six of these colleges in England and 
Wales. They are independent, grant-aided establishments offering a major 
channel of second-chance education to adults who left school without academic 
qualifications). 


23. These are new provisions which were not included in the previous Educa- 
tion (Awards and Grants) Bill, which had its second reading on 26 July 1974 but 
was lost as a result of the subsequent dissolution of Parliament. 


24. The provisions in the Bill will amend the law relating to educational 
qualifications (except in the case of courses designated as comparable to degree 
courses), will extend the scope of mandatory awards under Section 1 of the 
Education Act 1962 to courses for the DipHE and HND and will bring within 


this Section of the Act awards for students following initial courses of teacher 
training.

Increases in postgraduate student grants 


25. New rates of grant for 1974-75 for postgraduate studentships awarded 
by the Education Departments and the Research Councils were approved by 
the Secretary of State in August. Supplementary allowances were also increased. 


26. In the assessment of grant of a married student, account is taken, from 
September 1974, of the spouse’s income on the basis of a scale of income, 
contribution and disregards similar to that operated in the parental contribution 
system for undergraduates. 


27. It was decided that these grants would be looked at annually in future.

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SECTION VIII 
GENERAL 


REORGANISATION OF LOCAL GOVERNMENT 


I. On | April the new local authorities came into being, and the 39 county 
ouncils of non-metropolitan counties, plus the 36 councils of metropolitan 
istricts, assumed functions as the local education authorities of their respective 
reas. From that date the number of local education authorities totalled 97 
including 21 in the Greater London area and that for the Isles of Scilly) in 
ngland and eight in Wales. During the year the Department continued links 
ith the Department of the Environment on measures needed to implement the 
reorganisation of local government. 


EDUCATIONAL PLANNING AND RESEARCH 


lanning—New population figures and their consequences 


2. The Departmental Planning Organisation continued its studies of major 
reas of policy, including nursery education, teacher supply, and demand for 
igher education. In an address to the Council of Local Education Authorities 
CLEA) on 8 November the Education Secretary said that the birth rate in 
ngland and Wales, after rising each year between the mid-fifties and the mid- 
ixties, began to fall in 1965 and had continued to do so ever since. It had dropped 
rom 876,000 in 1964 to 676,000 in 1973. He continued: 


“The numbers of primary school pupils aged 5-11 reached a peak in 1973 
at nearly five million and they are almost certain to fall to little more than 
four million in 1981, 600,000 less than was estimated at the time of the 
Education White Paper in 1972. By 1986 they could be down to 33 million 
or even less. There will be regional and local variations, but the general 
picture is not in doubt. The peak will reach the secondary schools in 1979, 
but numbers aged 11-16 will then fall sharply from 33 million in 1978 to 
34 million in 1986. 


There are implications in this for teacher supply in the longer term, and 
quite apart from the constraint imposed by the economic situation, the 
educational policy objectives set out in the 1972 Education White Paper 
could now be achieved with fewer than 510,000 teachers by 1981. Put 
another way, 510,000 teachers could represent much more generous 
policy than when it was first adopted. 


So we shall need to review our long-term policies for the employment, 
recruitment and training of teachers. Local authorities, teachers and the 
Government must be ready to look at this as a common problem. I shall, 
however, be putting all these issues to the Advisory Committee for the 
Supply and Training of Teachers (ACSTT) in due course, and I expect 
to have widespread consultations before final decisions are taken’’. 
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3. The OECD Education Committee took the White Paper Educatiom 
A Framework for Expansion as a first case-study in its review of educationaa 
development strategies. A group of examiners visited London for discussioni 
with the Department and outside bodies. (Their report was discussed at thi 
December meeting of the Education Committee, in which the Permanent Underr 
Secretary and Head of Planning Branch participated).

Educational research 


5. A cumulative list of the projects currently supported by the Department 1i 
published annually, and is available free on request from the Department o 
Education and Science. A select list of projects approved or completed durin 
1974, mainly of those costing £5,000 and over, appears at Appendix B(ii). 


Projects and reports of general interest 


6. Proficiency in English of Immigrant Pupils. This research project waa 
conducted by the National Foundation for Educational Research. Its principli 
aims were to evaluate the proficiency in English of various groups of immigram 
pupils of junior school age, and to seek to relate that proficiency to the kind o 
instruction in English which the group had received. 


7. Tests of Attainment in Mathematics in Schools. A two-year study to examini 
the possibility of establishing a national survey has been carried out by tha 
NFER. In order to take account of comments on the preliminary findings, m 
part reflecting the increased interest of the Department in the assessment op 
performance, the Foundation has been invited to submit a proposal for extendi 
ing the study. 


8. Returning to Teaching. A study by Dame Kathleen Ollerenshaw at Lane 
caster University of the attitudes and expectations of qualified women teacher 
not now teaching but who hope to return to teaching within the next 15 yearr 
was completed and the results published. 


9. Public Libraries. Three research projects affecting public libraries were 
completed in 1974. A study on local library cooperation was carried out by 
Professor Saunders of Sheffield University; Mr D. E. Davison headed a research 
project at Leeds Polytechnic on the usage of periodicals in public librariess 
and the Local Authorities Management Services and Computer Committee 
completed a study aimed at the establishment of guidelines for the assessment 
of the staffing requirements of public library services. 


10. The International Transfer of Microteaching Materials. This study bp 
Professor Perrot of Lancaster University was undertaken in conjunction witl 
an international project sponsored by the OECD Centre for Educationas 
Research and Innovation. Its main aim was to adapt, test and develop for usé 
in Britain a self-instructional learning system originally developed in America: 
Methods for disseminating the results are being examined. 
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11. Nursery Educational Research. A one-year pilot study of how pre-school 
children spend their day was nearing completion and was to be followed by a 
four-year research project into the experiences of young children at home. The 
Project Director was Professor S. J. Hutt of the University of Keele. Other 
projects were being considered. 


12. The Open University. A project to test to what extent Open University 
courses are suitable for younger students was approved in September. The work 
will be directed by Mrs N. McIntosh of the Open University. 


EDUCATIONAL BUILDING 


School development projects 


13. Work continued on several school development projects including a 
480-place junior school at Farnborough, Hampshire, and the first phase of a 
District Centre which would include a three-form entry secondary school, 
public library, and a range of community facilities in the Central Lancashire 
New Town. 


14. Descriptions and progress reports of development projects of Architects 
and Building Branch are published in Design Notes* and Building Bulletinsf. 


-recast concrete structures 


15. Following the collapse in February of precast, pre-stressed concrete 
beams over the swimming pool of a school in Stepney, a technical study to 
establish the causes was carried out at the request of the Secretary of State by 
the Building Research Establishment. In the light of their findings, published 
in a report in June, local authorities were asked to inspect all their educational 
buildings in the construction of which high alumina cement might have been 

sed. By the end of the year 1,170 buildings had been identified as containing 
high alumina cement: of these 343 had been declared safe, and work was 
proceeding on the remainder to make them safe or place them outside the 
ategories of risk defined by the Department of the Environment. 


ealth and safety at work 


16. The Health and Safety at Work Bill became law in July and the Depart- 
ment in November issued a Circular§ drawing the attention of local education 
authorities to the main provisions of the Act having implications for the educa- 
ion service. 


aboratories Investigation Unit 


17. LIU Paper 7||, Adaptable Laboratories: Design and Installation, was 
oublished in December. It described the conversion of an old bakery for use as

18. Design Note 12, Space Utilisation in Universities and Polytechnics, was: 
published in November. It described the result of research commissioned by the 
Department and the University Grants Committee and carried out at University 
College London to look at the apparent under-use of higher education facilities 


Research 


19. Several new research projects, including an appraisal of the cook-freeza 
system of catering, and the study of community use of polytechnic facilitiess 
were started during the year. Details of current research projects are given ii 
Appendix B(j). 


School furniture dimensions 


20. A metricated edition of Building Bulletin 38, School Furniture Dimensionss 
Standing and Reaching, was published in October. Further research into furnii 
ture design by the Furniture Industry Research Association, Stevenage, Hertt 
fordshire, commissioned by the Department was continuing. 


New building control system 


21. The temporary control arrangements introduced at the end of 1977 
applied to projects approved to start in the 1974-5 building year*. These wert 
superseded by the provisions of Circular 13/74 (Department of Education ana 
Science) and 281/74 (Welsh Office), dated 31 December, which set out new 
programming and approval procedures for educational building outside thh 
University sector from 1975-76 onwards.f The main features of the new systert 
were the restoration of a three-stage planning cycle for major projects and thi 
replacement of formal cost limits for individual projects by nationally determines 
cash allocations within which the total value of work started in each sector mus: 
be contained; these would be made for four main building sectors—primari 
and secondary schools, nursery education, special schools including chill 
guidance clinics and hospital schools, and institutions for further educatio? 
and teacher training. Resources for major projects were to be distributed eithes 
to local education authorities as lump sum authorisations for primary ane 
secondary schools and certain minor works for other sectors, or to authorities 
and other providing bodies for specific projects in the special school, furthes 
education and teacher training sectors. There were to be no separate allocation 
for minor works save for further education and teacher training establishment 
in Wales. Instead a proportion of the total resources for each building sectot 
would be distributed among local authorities and notified to them as part « 
their lump sum authorisations. Authorities were to have freedom to decid 
how much of their lump sums to spend on minor works of all kinds, althougg 
it was expected that nationally the sum so spent would amount to about on@ 
fifth of the total resources available.

EDUCATIONAL TECHNOLOGY 


Promotion of educational technology 


23. The Council for Educational Technology for the United Kingdom, 
which superseded the National Council for Educational Technology last year, 
presented its first annual report to the Secretary of State. Whilst developing 
its own programme of work, the Council has continued to support the projects 
inherited from its predecessor. 


24. Evidence on the effect of copyright law on educational institutions was 
prepared and submitted by the Council to the Committee on Copyright Law, 
under the Chairmanship of Mr Justice Whitford. 


Development programme in computer assisted learning 


25. A further 11 projects and studies were commissioned, bringing the total 
commitment from programme funds to £622,870. New activities included a 
feasibility study of computer-managed staff training in the armed services, a 
design study for a computer-assisted learning project at secondary education 
level, and a development project to assist teachers involved in remedial reading. 


INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS (EDUCATION) 


European Economic Community 


26. A Conference of Ministers of Education from the nine Member States 
as held in Luxembourg in June: the Secretary of State represented the United 
ingdom. Ministers discussed guidelines for the achievement of mutual recogni- 
ion of professional qualifications and set up an Education Committee to 
xamine ways of implementing their agreement in principle to cooperate in 
rtain priority spheres within their responsibility (including the education of 
igrant workers and their children and the promotion of free movement for 
eachers, students and research workers).

Council of Europe 

27. The Department continued to nominate experts to attend meetings 
organised by the Council for Cultural Cooperation and to participate in coursee 
and seminars of member countries. The Department itself was represented ¢: 
both Council meetings and the programme and main committee meetings. 


28. Two hundred bursaries were made available to enable European teacherr 
toattend United Kingdom short courses for teachers during 1974-75. Th 
response of participants continues to be most enthusiastic. Increasingly, othee 
member states are financing bursaries to facilitate the attendance at their im 
service courses of foreign teachers, including those from the United Kingdon 


UNESCO 

29. The 18th General Conference of UNESCO was held in Paris in Octobee 
and November; the United Kingdom delegation included a member of HN 
Inspectorate. 


Commonwealth Education Conference 

30. The theme of the sixth Commonwealth Education Conference, whic: 
was held in Kingston, Jamaica from 10 to 24 June, was ‘Managing education— 
innovation, implementation, consolidation’. The United Kingdom delegatio» 
was led by the Parliamentary Under-Secretary of State for Education. 


Teacher exchange schemes 

31. The scheme for short study visits for heads of modern language departt 
ments, heads of schools and others is proving very successful. It is administerees 
on the Department’s behalf by the Central Bureau for Educational Visits ana 
Exchanges and is intended to help those who cannot easily leave their school 
for a longer period and to assist recruitment for the main teacher exchangz 
schemes with France and Germany. 


Assistants scheme 


32. The scheme for modern language assistants continued to expand bott 
on the British side and abroad. Numbers participating are given in Appendix C 


School links 

33. Links between schools and other institutions in England and Wales 
and their counterparts overseas have aroused much interest. Those with France 
and Germany are reaching record proportions. 


THE LIBRARY 


34. The Library has participated in three Civil Service Department studies op 
central government departmental libraries, one being a general enquiry on the 
use of the libraries, another on the feasibility of central computerised cataa 
loguing, and a third (still ongoing) on reserve stock material.
